U.S. WANTS TO 


SETTLE ALIEN 
PATENT SUITS 


.Will Try Several Test Cases 


and Parties Agree to 


Abide by Results 


RESULT OF WORLD WAR 


Royalties in Treasury but 
Cannot Be Distributed Until 


Agreement Is Reached

Washington—Definite effort to .lay 


the last of the war ghosts and bring 
before the courts the multitude of law- 
suits over former enemy-owned pa- 
tents is at last under way. Royalties 


• for these patents taken over from their 


German and Austrian owners during 
the war run into high figures. 


Suits are pending in so many juris, 


dictions that unless" final adjudication 
of the questions involved is speeded 
up, many years may elapse before all 
are settled. Realizing the many diffi- 
culties in these cases, the department 
of justice has given its consent to a 
movement to obtain an agreement to 
abide by the outcome of the suits. 
The four suits now pending in the 
United States district court for Del- 
aware, are believed to embrace all the 
ramifications of the questions. 


If sufficient arguments are secured 


during the next few weeks, trial of all 
the similar suits in the other federal 
courts of the country will be postpon- 
ed and the test cases will be heard this 
fall at Wilmington and then pushed 
through to the supreme" court. 


MANY CHEMICAL PROCESSES 
Hundreds of patents for chemical 


processes and mechanical devices are 
concerned in these law suits. The pres- 
ent ownership of these patents is not 
involved and such cases will have no 
influence apparently upon -what con- 
gress eventually^does about returning 
alien property seized during the war. 


The Tnain-question-'is: "Who" is" .en- 


titled to the royalties paid for the use 
of these patents at various periods? 


In the original trading-with-the-en- 


emy act, Congress provided that the 
president might issue licenses for the 
use of patents, trade marks, and copy- 
right owned by enemy aliens.-. There 
were several thousands of registrations 
of this character. Use of some of the 
patents was vital to the successful 
prosecution of the war. The American 
chemical industry, in particular, was 
an infant ten years ago.'Most of the 
patents were German-owned. 


TRADE BODY ACTS 


President Wilson 
designated 
the 


Federal Trade commission .as his 
agent in issuing licenses for the use 
of these patents. The applicant was 
given a. hearing and the commission 
fixed a fee, or royalty, for the use of 
the patent. The law provided that the 
owner of the patent, if dissatisfied 
•with the royalty.- might 
file suit, 


•within one year from the official ter- 
mination of the^war. in any federal 
district court, where the licensee had 
residence. Many such licenses were 
granted, all non-exclusive. 


Then congress amended, the 
law 


and provided for seizure of enemy 
property by the government, with the 
alien property custodian empowered 
to sell or otherwise dispose of it. Un- 
der the amendment, many patents, 
previously licensed, were sold but the 
licenses remained valid. Most of the 
chemical patents were purchased by 
the Chemical Foundation Inc.. organ- 
ized for the purpose, and this sale 
has been the object of a suit by the 
Federal government 
itself, 
under a 


later administration, the Foundation 
winning through to the 
supreme 


court. 


SCORE OF SUITS FILED 


Scores of suits were filed in various 


federal courts involving the amount 
of royalties under the original law. 
Others have been, filed as to owner- 
ship of the royalties at various per 
iods. during the original licensing, 
while the patents wcfc held by the 
alien property custodian under seiz- 
ure, and after sale by that official. 


.The accumulated royalties arc in 


the treasury but cannot be distribut- 
ed until the principles underlying all 
of these suits have been determined 
judicially and even then accounting 
difficulties may be expected in some 
instances. Hence the efforts to agree 
to abide by the final decisions in the 
selected cases.

Smoot and Harrison Think 


Flood Control and Tax 
Leg- 


islation Need Attention 


Washington—(XP)—Because of 
the 


burden of flood control and tax legis- 
lation, two leading senators of oppo- 
site political alignments feel President 
Coolidge should call congress into ex- 
tra session. 


The senators. Smoot.. Republican. 


Utah, and Harrison, Democrat, Mis- 
sissippi both beliey^ the move is es- 
sential so congress can get under way 
the complicated and lengthy task of 
enacting the tax bill earlier than usual 
and then turn to the important prob- 
lem of Mississippi river flood control. 


The Mississippian declared the extra 


session should commence Oct. 1, while 
Smoot proposed the earlier assembly 
between Oct. 15 and Nov. 1. 


The two senators disagreed on the 


amount of tax reduction. 


Smoot, who is chairman of the sen- 


ate finance committee,, declared the re- 
duction should reach $300',000,000 and 
liecome eeffctive by March 15, before 
the next tax returns are. filed.. Senator 
Harrison proposed a cutxof*$500.000,- 
000, with reductions including the lop- 
ping off of corporation levies and'sur- 
taxes on medium sized incomes. r

OILMEN FIGHT 
ABOUT TRADE 
WITHJUSSIA 


World's Largest Producers 


May Break Because of Re- 


lation With Soviets 


New York—(A>)—Report of threaten- 


ed warfare among several of the 
world's largest oil 
companies over 


trade relations with soviet Russia were 
intensified Tuesday, by a statement of 
Sir Henri Deterdmgr, managing direc- 
tor 
of the Royal Dutch Shell group, 


attacking "the policy of the Standard 
Oil company of Xew York and the 
Vacuum Oil company which have con- 
tract under which they purchase oil 
from Russia. 


Walter C. Teaglc, president of the 


Standard Oil company of Xew Jersey, 
which last week announced that his 
company and the Royal Dutch Shell 
group had agreed upon a joint policy 
of no dealing with Russia urttil own- 
ers of the oil are compensated, is said 
by the New York Times to be on his 
way to London on a peace mission. 


The Times says he hopes to prevent 


the Royal -Dutch Shell from precipi- 
tating a struggle in which his com- 
pany eventually may have to cast in 
its lot with the Standard of Xew York 
and the Vacuum company, thus de- 
stroying the friendly affiliation it now 
has with the Royal Dutch- Shell. 


Sir Henri, in his statement, charges 


the purchases of Russian, oil by the 
American companies not only runs 
counter to the best interests of human- 
ity and trade honesty, but are bound 
to replace American oil, of which there 
is at present a large overproduction. 


The Royal Dutch Shell, aroused be- 


cause the Standard of Xew York and 
the Vacuum company openly flouted 
its anti-soviet policies, say the Times, 
is preparing to invade the trade terri- 
tories of the two latter companies even 
in the United States.. 


The Rockefellers are expected to use 


their influence _to' prevent any -widen- 
ing of-the breach1 among-the three 
companies.

ciliation all 
the more emphatic by 


staging it in the' presence of the full 
senate. 


Bratiano, who has been strongly op- 


posed to the return to Rumania of 
former Crown Prince Carol, succeeded 
Averescu as premier in June. 


Another sensation of the senate ses-

It can also be defended 
on the proposition that- Wisconsin has 
changed its attitude and'aoes not believe 
in prohibition in principle, that it consid- 
ers the experiment a failure, and desires 
to withdraw its cooperation for enforce- 
ment.

lay readers lia\e assured me I am wrong: about that, 
though they only asktd that I give them the names 
or addresses of those inquiring. $nd this I cannot 
do in any ease. One reputable occulist. in fact an 
eye specialist noted in the field and famed as an 
instructor of physicians studying diseases of the 
eyes, tells me that for the last 10 years.' at nearly 
every big: annual meeting; of the oculists of. the 
country, there has been at least one paper regard- 
ing the treatment of incipient cataract (incipient 
moans early, just beginning) by other means than 
operations. And this noted specialist assures me 
that many eases of incipient cataract are arrested 
by injection tieatments and other local treatments 
of UK eyes, together with general hygiene treatment 
of the patient. My ophthalmological friend also re- 
fers me to recent scientific reports in the literature 
of cataract, and I gather from these _ scientific re- 
ports that the leaders of the profession have been 
using other than surgical treatment for the earlier 
stasre of cataract and with considerable satisfaction 
to their patients. 


Now there i« grave danger that what I am say-

worth while in your case, no one else is in a better 
position to give you sound advice about,it. Many 
disreputable "specialists" offer to "dissolve""cat- 
aract by some kind of mysterious medicine or hocus 
pocus.

With these added, in all probability 


it would appear that there are at 
least 100,000 million-dollar fortunes 
in the United States.

- seen the corn borer and I hope we 


may never see it. 
, "Several counties across the lake are 
already infested with the corn borer. 
. If it reaches this side of the lake, its 
, landing place will probably be in Ke- 
waunee or Door-cos. We may think 
we are safe in Washington Island, 
even if the borer does arrive, as we 
are not raising much corn on the is- 
Jand. But when the. borer can not get 
corn he thrives on fruits, small grain 
crops, vegetables and legumes. 
As 


this is the case, and as the borers lay 
waste the fields after 
they are 


thoroughly established, the prevention 
ol the borer epidemic is of more im- 
portance than the cure. ' 


"The corn borer may fly across Lake 
' Michigan or be carried here and land 
at any time. We can not prevent that 
possibility, but we can be .on the lo'ok- 


- out in our fields for the first arrivals, 


preserve suspected 
specimens and 


place them in the hands of the coun- 
ty agent. 
"The first evidence of the presence 


of the corn borer in a cornfield 
is 


- broken tassels. 
"Deep plowing in fall and putting 


the corn in silos will control the borer. 


- In Illinois, "corn growers use beaters 


to break corn stalk and to scatter the 
borers on the surface. Here on the 
island we cannot plow deeply as the 
soil is too shallow in some fields to 
permit that. Not all of the corn raised 
here goes into silos . I have seen rocks, 
in Illinois, shot into adjoining fields 
with the force of the beaters. The 
beater would not be serviceable here in 
some fields on account of the stones in 
its path. But we shall find some way 
of exterminating the borer in case ot 
its arrival.

This year the crop looks fully 
as 


good as a year ago. It probably will 
yield three tons of hay per acre or 
two cuttings. Hardly a plant killed out 
there last winter when much of the 
clay land crop froze out. 


Four tons of limestone per acre was 


used on this sand together with sour 
manure. Many farmers in the sandy 


section are enthusiastic over the re- 
sults they are having with this crop 
on sand after it is limed. John Kedry 
in the s>ame neighborhood has a good 
stand on band after it has gone 
through three winters. 
They report 


that limestone does its best work after 
the first year. It seems to take about 
that long for it to dissolve enough to 
become effective.

HAY IS GOOD 


Anton Miller. Kaukauna, used phos- 


phate on a field of alsike clover that 
looked very badly Lone this spring. At 
cutting time the piece treated with 
phosphate, cut considerably more hay 
per acre than 
the hay next to it 


which had a beter start, but_ finished 
up less satisfactory than the other. 


Henry Newhouse, living in the town 


of Kaukauna, used a little acid phos- 
phate on sugar -beets with marked re- 
sults. The rows with no treatment 
were considerably smaller on July 
17th than those that had received an 
application of phosphate. 


C. J. Chapman, soil expert of the 


College of Agriculture, states that on 
nearly all of the soil analysis made of 
clay land in Outagamie-co showed 
marked shortages of phosphates, and 
recommended its use as a supplement 
to manure on most of our heavy clay 
soils. He f tates that while phosphates 
give results on clay, this element is 
not sufficient on sandy land or 
the 


black soils of Bovina. Black Creek, 
Deer Creek and Maple Creek. On the 
latter soils he recommends the use of 
a fertilizer containing both phosphates 
and potash. Many of the light soil 
arc very short of potash. 


USES ACID PHOSPHATE 


Martin Arnoldusscn. who lives in 


the town of Kaukauna. 
had never 


tried commercial fertilizers until t 
spring, when he bought a few sacks 
to try it out. He used 20 per cent acid 
phosphate which sold for about $31 a 
ton. 


He sowed a sack of this in his bar- 


ley field, by hand, at the rate of about 
200 pounds per acre. Sunday.'July 17, 
a little demonstration and meeting: was 
held there with County Agent Amund- 
son to study the results. At that time 
the barley treated with phosphate was 
ripe while all around it the grain was 
still entirely green. 


John Kavanaugh used a little acid 


phosphate on oats and declares he has 
good oats where it never amounted to 
much before.

Washington Island. Christ Saabye snsd 
that early settlers came in groups 
made up of people of a single nation- 
ality, and th!lt a]1 represcntatU'«5 of 
the first and second groups ar.d ah of 
ihe third group except himself were 
gone. 
B«xaus«5 he had heard from relatives 


and friends that land on the island 
xras cheap and excellent for fanning. 
th<> foster father of Mr. Saabye came 
to Washington Island in 1SSS bringing 
his family with him and settled on 
three forties of land of his own choice. 
As there were no roads nor land 
marl;s on the i«land at the time of the 
purchase, the father experienced diffi- 
culty In locating his land. 


On one of th-c forties, as soon as lie 


had settled the boundary difficulties to 
his own satisfaction', the fath*r built 
a bartc caWn of small dimensions, with 
no partitions or floor. In this primitive 
constj-wctJon. except in <5«»d winter, 
She family llvod the first year on the 
island. The spring following, the fath- 
er started building a log house of two 
rooms and in the only room complet- 
ed. 1h<s family passed She ssccond year. 


After working one winttr in Chicago 


he bought a cow and a few chickens 
and the** purchases solved the"i>rob- 
'cm of food supply. 
, 


By the terms of a will. Mr. Saabye. 


at the death of the-father came into 
into possesion of two forties of the 
farm by paying the claims of children 
and mother. The motlicr held title to 
the third forty- After the death of her 
husband, the mother became dissatis- 
fk>d with life on Jhe island and made 
preparations to return to th-> old coun- 
try. To increase her funds for the 
trip, she asked Mr. Saabye for the 
money he still owed her. As he had no 
money. Mr, Saabye requested 
the 


mother to take another forty of the 
farm and to pay him the balance. The 
mother did this and from the saJe of 
her land got money to finance her trip. 
With the money paid him by the moth- 
er. Mr. Saabye lifted the mortgage on 
his forty. 


After years of farming in the ordin- 


ary -way. Mr. Saabye started to raise 
cherries on a large scale, by planting 
in the neighborhood of 500 trees. His 
trees grew and gave great promis* 
but 1hc pests came year after year and 
blighted *he leaves and destroyed the 
blossoms until he was obliged to sell 
the crop that ripened each year at $0 
cents or Jess a case. This all took place 
years before the effect of spraying 
ch"rry trees was known.

suspicious about a peculiar 
worm 


boring'into the stalks of his sweet 
corn and catinc its way up and down 
the center of the stalks and causing 
them to wilt and break down, brought 
several of the stalks to the 
cattle 


spraying demonstiation on the farm of 
E. Hughes. Necnah. Thursday, togeth- 
er with a specimen of the worm, and 


esented them to G. A. Sell for ex- 


amination and identification. Mr. Mil.er 
stated that he had found a number of 
similar worms in his corn stubble last 
spring. Mr. Miller's specimens aroused 
great inteiost nmomj the farmers at 
the cattle spraying demonstration. Mr. 
Sell did not decide whether the worm 
was a corn borer but accepted the 
specimen for fntthcr examination and 
requested Mr. Miller to collect more 
specimen* of the pest and to deliver 
collection to him. 


Prompted by this interruption of the 


spraying demonstration, Mr. Sell ad- 
vised the farmers present to be on the 
outlook for evidences of arrival of 
corn boreis and to brim; any suspi- 
cious worms to him tliat they discover 
at work in their corn, and mid that 
the corn borer moth, in infested ter- 
ritory, flics about corn fields at this 
season of the year and deposits eggs 
on the leaves of corn stalks. When 
the eggs arc hatched, the worms at- 
tack the tassels 
and bore into the 


stalk and 
work downward. Broken 


tassels are among the first cxidcnccs 
of the presence of the borer in a corn- 
field. After destroying the stalks and 
ears, the borer moves down and in 
winter makes its home in the stubbles. 


In a short time. Mr. Soil will identify 


the worm presented to him by Mr. 
Miller and report to Mr. Miller. 


in the Insecticide and Fungicide Board

chamber of deputies. They forget their 
party squabbles over the dishes Car- 
ton has a unique way of adorning 
with cheese, mushrooms and thyme. 
Herriot'becomes benign and Painleve, 
with a reputation as the most absent- 
minded of ministers, actually concen- 
trates on what si before him. 


Carton, who is 48, comes from the 


Valley of the Allier near Vichy. As 
soon as he began to attain fame he 
devoted homself to bettering the lot of 
his kitchen-companions. His cooks* so- 
ciety has 5.000 members, with a capi- 
tal of 6,000,000 francs. The organiza- 
tion pays out large amounts annually 
to aged or infirm members of the fra- 
ternity. It looks after cooks' widows 
and orphans and provides free medical 
aid and hospital care. 


Carton is the author of a cook-book 


called "La Cuisine." He also publishes 
"The Culinary Review." va periodical 
devoted to gastronomic matters. 
The 


department of technical education of 
France has made him "ambassador ex- 
traordinary of French cooking." 


He is one of the few first-class chefs 


who speak English fluently. In order 
to enable his fellow-workers to cope 
with the increased tourist trad* of 
France he inaugurated a language 
school for cooks and waiters.
